include: 


Complete recognition of the United 


Mine Workers; 20 per cent increase 
in wages, better working conditions

standard ton; tools to be supplied 
free; minimum rate of 20 cents an 
inch for refuse and 30 cents for top 
and bottom blasting; requiring the 
umpire on grievences disposed of 
by the conciliation board to report 
within thirty days.

the conference opened to the press 
but it was believed the operators 
might object 


While the situation is tense, there

N all injuries, such as sprains, after> any accident 
where there is damage to the joints, or in any case 
where it is possible a bone has been fractured or 


•splintered, an X-ray picture should be taken. 


In olden times the surgeon had to determine the 


nature and extent of the injury by "the rule of~thumb"— 
guesswork and judgment. Today,*thanks to the won- 
derful discovery of the X-rav. it is possible to see 
exactly what has happened. This addition to medical 
equipment has materially simplified the work of the 
surgeon in many fields. In accidents 'particularly- it 
^s necessary nowadays to make use of the X-ray 
'machine. There is no doubt that before the discovery OK COPELAND 
of the X-ray many a sprain was treated' as a broken bone. Persons 
frequently wore splints for weeks and suffered all the discomforts of the 
classical treatment for fractured bones, ^ 
when their trouble was only a simple 
strain or. sprain that did not demand 
such radical and long-continued treat- 
ment. 
It 1« also probable that many, a slight 


fracture, perhaps where a corner or 
splinter of bone was broken off, was 
overlooked, and treated as a sprain.. 
Perhaps no great harm resulted. Never- 
theless. It is- disturbing to think some- 
thing important was made light of and 
wrongly treated. 
All these old-time mistakes, quite ex- 


cusable under old-time conditions, are 
uncalled for now. Every community, 
no matter how remote, ha* its X-ray-' 
equipment.

Unless there 1* prompt response to 


treatment, what was thought to»be a 
strain or a sprain, is probably a condi- 
tion more important than was suspected 
at first. It must be given further study.

HE Joy of picking and serving to- 
matoes at their best rightfully be- 
longs to the ambitious kitchen 


gardener. And the gardener who raises 
the plants and has big ofies ready to 
set out when the season arrives has the 
earliest results. 
The vines resting on properly-made 


frame* insures the ripening of all the 
matured fruit.

Tomatoes simply sliced in 
th* old-fashioned way for table use 
should not be dressed until they are 
served. In fact, any tomato salad or

bank from a state to a national and

and states banks in the city on April 
3 wms a little better than 126.200,-

CISM OF THE GOVERNOR. 


Code Law Gives Chief Executive 


Right to Abolish Anything He 


Wants to an<* 


Expenses. 


Republican members of the legis- 


lature, while insisting that they do 
not desire any personal controversy 
with the governor, sharply criticise 
Mr. Bryan's repeated 
references to 


their "wrecking" certain code depart- 
ments by not providing sufficient 
money for their maintenance 
after 


having refused to adopt his plan of 
rearranging them. 


They say that the governor, under 


the code law, has complete control 
of each and every one of six depart- 
ments; that he has full 
power to 


abolish any of these activities; dis- 
charge any number of employes he 
may wish and leave their places un- 
filled; transfer men from one depart- 
ment to another and have men in one 
department also work in another. In 
this way, they point out, sufficient 
sums have been provided for what- 
ever necessary work Is to be done, 
and the claim of pinching 
pennies 


has no basis. 


They say also that the governor 


complains that they refused to adopt 
his plan of rearranging these depart- 
ments, but that in'spite of this he Is 
going ahead and changing them 
to 


suit himself. This is a right they ad- 
mit he possesses, but they think he 
ought not to be talking all the time 
about the republican legislature mak- 
ing it necessary, since it is what he 
wanted-anyway. The only exception 
is that the governor cannot unload 
any of the departments 
on 
the 


executive state officers. In his plan 
he proposed to save money for- the 
code by passing over to the executive 
officesfcthe duties of some of 
the 


bureaus. 


Legislators were told during 
the 


session that Governor Bryan was 
given an opinion by his legal adviser, 
Judge Broady, then private secretary, 
that he was monarch of the code de- 
partments In every sense, and that 
he could do what he pleased with all 
of them; that the first part of the law 
put this power into his hands and that 
the remainder of it was merely sug- 
gestive of what he might do. 


Another point urged against the 


governor's criticism is that he talked 
a lot during the campaign and during 
the session about the duplication he 
said exists in the code departments 
and told about the army of, employes 
he proposed to dismiss because they 
were not needed; while now he Is 
protesting that the legislature is forc- 
ing him to discharge needed employes 
in the code departments.

COMMISSIONER COWGILL SPEAKS 


OUT FROM SHOULDER. 


Declares That Before He Votes for 


\ Ordinance, He Must Feel Sure 


That Colleagues Will Not 


Show Any Weakness. 


"I believe in zoning." 
Thus spoke Commissioner Cowgill 


Friday after a careful perusal of the 
ordinance now pending. 


"I want to get in touch with some 


Of the kickers and talk with them." 


Mr. Cowgill, sometimes referred to 


about election time as one of the 
anti-zone slate candidates, expressed 
the opinion that zoning should never 
have been used as a political foot- 
ball. 


"Zoning doesn't 
favor the 
rich 


man," said Commissioner Cowgill. He 
isn't sure how he will vote when the 
ordinance comes up for third reading. 
He first wants to make sure that his 
colleagues will not weaken on the en- 
forcement end. 


"I must first be sure of my support, 


sure of my help and sure of the ordi- 
nance." 


Altho his candidacy was urged IE 


the circular attacking the proposed 
zone ordinance, Mr. Cowgill has been 
a firm believer in building restrictions 
and enforcement of ordinances ' per- 
taining thereto. His position on the 
zone ordinance is explained in the fol- 
lowing: 


"The substance is good. -It does not 


favor the rich man. It offers a solu- 
tion to many of our daily problems 
and formulates a consistent policy 
both as to development of the city 
and the abolishment of neighborhood 
quarrels. But before I vote for it, I 
want to be sure that the other four 
councilmen will be heart and 
soul 


with me for Impartial enforcement 
against the rich and poor alike. I 
shall want assurance of an adequate 
office and field force in order to get 
properly started. And I want to know 
to a certainty that If the ordinance 
contains any objectionable features, 
In an engineering way, they be elimi- 
nated before passage."

Adherence on the line suggested 
would not force the United States to 
submit a single conceivable case to 
the court It would be in practice 
like joining another club; one pays 
his dues, for the sake of membership, 
but he does not necessarily use it. 
Senator Borah's scare over the fact 
that the league of nations could ask 
the court for advisory opinions on 
questions of law was too ridiculous by 
far to disturb a great nation. If the 
court's advice^ were good, it would 
help the league or any government on 
earth to ask for it. 


Why a split m the republican party, 


which has Indorsed a irorld court in 
many of its platforms for years past? 
The splitters and the seceders could 
not survive on so flimsy a foundation 
as their bolt would give to them. 
They would have nowhere to go, for 
the democratic party could not pos 
sibly declare against the court 
The 
court, as_now constituted for the great 
powers is without compulsory juris- 
diction, and it really means, In the 
present stage of its development, only 
an improvement in the "mechanism" 
of international justice, to use the 
word of Secretary Hughes. While one 
cannot be very enthusiastic over so 
short a step in advance, still the na- 
tion tbat is incapable of taking.it 
deserves the pity of mankind.— 
Springfield Republican.
